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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Amendment added a new limitation of calculating a monetary value for the second amount of loyalty points 
from a second loyalty account for the deficiency amount based on a second conversion ratio associated with the second loyalty account. 
While the previous claims included the limitations of determining an insufficient amount of loyalty points (i.e. a deficiency amount), 
associating a second loyalty account, and debiting the second loyalty account with the insuficient loyalty points, it was not claimed that the 
second loyalty account has a second conversion ratio that differed from the first loyalty account's conversion ratio. The Examiner notes that 
while the references currently cited in the rejection of May 25, 201 1 may not show such a second conversion ratio, it appears that 
previously cited references of Postrel (6,594,640) and Dokken et al (US 2003/0225619) both disclose converting loyalty points from a 
plurality of loyalty accounts to cover the redemption value when purchasing a product. Thus, the new limitations would require further 
consideration and/or search.. 
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
